While Captain Zack Culllson 
of the tug Timmlns wants Coleman, 
the. rules of the association require 
that vessels take the "first man out" 
—the first man on the pilot list. 


A twenty-four-hour, crew is aboard

head out she may plan a lay-over-In 
the lower bay before trying to run the 
allied patrol.

EVIDENCE AGAINST .AULt. 


"TVs have . evidence against every 
one of the seven persons under ar- 
rest In connectl.on 
with the 
bomb 


plot," declared Chief of Police White, 
"and none of them will be released' 
We.are satisfied that we have In cus- 
tody, the ringleaders and, perpetrators- 
It Is my. firm .belief that the bomb 
outrage was the resnlt of "a conspiracy 
against thefUnited Railroads and was 
not the work of anarchists. We In- 
tend to obtain, if possible, a confes- 
sion from one of those in custody, hut 
we do not heed. It. We have good 
reliable evidence. 


"As far us Mooney is concerned. I 
have .had him under surveillance since 
Monday afternoon. 
His telegram of 


surrender to me was a subterfuge and 
followed his knowledge that he was 
being shadowed by my men. 1 want 
to say that I am delighted in my In- 
vestigation at having the co-opera- 
tion of the district attorney, who has 
taken a leading part fh the inquiry." 


Fickert went even 
further 
than 
Chief White.

"For more than a week prior to the 


explosion we had knowledge of a pos- 
sible 
attempt vat dynamiting," as- 
serted the district attorney. 
"We be- 


lieved that they were going to blow 
up a street car. From evidence In 
our possession, I am of the opinion 
that there, was to have been more 
than one bomb set off. The second 
was to have been -exploded farther 
up the,line of march and nearer the 
center of the city.

MONTEREY, July 28.—Trench warfare 
is on here today, and the rattle of mus- 
ketry and the roar and thunder of ex- 
ploding mines can be heard as far as 
Pacific Groye, some six miles from the 
camp limits.'

charged across tho wide field the defensa 
trenches commanded.

of the craters its own mlnea had blown, 
reinforced their edges with sandbags and 
when tlmo was called on the conflict, 
both sides were holding their own but a 
few yards apart.

Fighting of Year Framed to 


Assist Diplomatic 


Negotiations.

of political strategy. 
The moves of 


the military chessboard of Europe 
havo been dictated by International 
relations.

possible and to keep the allies from 
winning over neutral powers or start- 
Ing- offensives. .From, this standpoint 
the year has been as successful as the 
first year of the war when the mili- 
tary strategy waa to beat back the 
enemy, armies In Franca.and Russia. 
The first year was one of military 
events for military purpose*; the sec- 
ond year one of military movements 
for political purposes. 


An army is not supposed to play 
politics hut in a great war,there is 
always danger of other nations com- 
ing in and the strategy of an army 
must be dictated by the then national 
alms of the nation. For Instance, in- 
stead of invading Servla th» armies 
UBed there might have been used 
against Russia. Riga and even Mos- 
cow might have been taken. Had this 
been done, the military move would 
have been against Russia only, and 
the effect would not have been great 
outside that country. But the armies 
were sent into Seryla. Bulgaria Joined 
the central powers and the united of- 
fensive kept Rumania and Greece 
neutral. 
That campaign solved for 
many months the vexing Balkan prob-. 
lem. 
Political necessity dictated th» bat- 
tle of Verdun. The Initial success of 
this attack encouraged many peopl* to 
expeot the early fall of the fortress, 
but the French were strongly pre- 
pared to resist and the policy of an 
offensive on a large acale was changed 
to a "nibbling." This proeeiw has been 
continued for three months, because 
In the meantime the German corre- 
spondents reported that the French 
had shifted the time for their of- 
fensive to May 15. 
Since then the 


German army has attacked Verdun 
continually" and kept a large French 
reserve force on the ground, prevent- 
ing a unity of French forces at any 
other part of the front for an allied 
offensive. 
' 


WHAT IS GAUTKD. 


During: the last year the allies have 


asked, "But what Is Germany gaining 
by all her victories? The farther she 
Invades our lands the more she de- 
feats herself. 
As long as we control 


the(.seaa, Germany's .military victories 
can' gain her nothing. . We are sur» to 
win because we control the s»as." . 
This contention of the allies Is worth 


careful 
consideration. 
If Germany 
gains nothing by her victories on land, 
the war might as well stop, one might 
argue. 
But viewed from the stand- 
point that this second year of th« war 
has been a year of political strategy, 
Germany's gains on land have had 
their 
diplomatic 
results. 
Rumania 
and- Greece at this writing still ar« 
neutral. 
Italy has. been administered 
a blow, in the Trentino at a time when 
France, and' England 
v were at the 
height of their lack of Interest and 
confidence in Italy's campaign and 
when Italy was about to stimulate the 
public interest in the war by a 
celebration of the first year of Italy's 
fighting-. 


Judging- solely from appearances In 
Berlin and at the front, the close of

The country's 
finances were In a bad way.

Cadorna, chief of the general staff 
His father before him had led the 
Italians into Rome In 1870. Like him, 
he is a quiet man of few words and 
big deeds. Cadorna in twelve months 
worked wonders. The army was In- 
creased to more than 1,500,000, trained 
and equipped for ail kinds of warfare. 
The hum of munition and gun making 
machinery was heard through the 
land. 


Ths enemy, It 'was believed, would 
attempt to enter the country through

First; we are provided with a delectable sauce 


of inconsistency and untruthfulness. Mr. Rowell 
disapproves the conference, summoned to meet in 
Ban Francisco tomorrow afternoon, of Republican 
State central ;and county central committeemen 
to discuss matters relating to the coming primary 
election campaign. He says it is all wrong to call 
such a conference and that the purposes are 
wrongly conceived. On the day the conference is 
held it will be just three weeks since a conference 
of the members of the Progressive faction of the 
party, which, included, many administration job- 
holders, met for an identical purpose. This con- 
ference, among other things, will be remembered 
as-the one atwhich Mr. Rowell introduced a reso- 
lution endorsing Mr. Hughes, and quickly with- 
drew, it because some Democratic 'voices some- 
where in the assembly hall were raised in objec- 
tion. 


Mr. Rowell writes that the conference tomor- 


row will be "of course, a violation of both, the 
letter and the spirit of the primary law." Of 
course,/it will' be nothing of the sort, as Mr. 
Rowell .'.well knows. The committeemen are not 
assembling in their official capacity as commit- 
teemen. They were invited to the conference by 
the chairman of the State central committee be- 
cause the Republican voters, at the last primary, 
elected them to represent and act for the rank 
and file in party matters. They will act in an 
informal, unofficial capacity, and anj^ action they 
may take will be purely advisory, and 'the voters 
will be at'perfect liberty to accept or reject the 
conference advice. The only obligation the voters 
will be under to follow it is that of party loyalty. 
A condition has arisen which threatens to destroy 
the party's best interests by leaving it possible 
for a minority candidate, one, in fact, who is still 
registered as a member of another party, to cap- 
ture the Republican nomination for United States 
senator. We know of no body better qualified to 
cqnside.r what should be done in this emergency 
than the men whom the Republican voters have 
chosen to represent them in an advisory capacity.
